Dr. Porter Becomes New Archdeacon 


The Rev. A. W. N. Porter, Ph.D., Rector of Trinity Church, 
San Jose, has accepted the appointment as Archdeacon of 
the Diocese, which was made by Bishop Parsons and duly 
confirmed by the Standing Committee and the Diocesan 
Council. Dr. Porter is expected to begin his new duties 
about August 1, 1925. 


An introduction of Dr. Porter to the Diocese will be 
found on the “Bishop’s Page.” Dr. Porter will assume his 
office with the united support and good wishes of the whole 
Diocese, both clergy and laity. During his seven years’ rec- 


torship of Trinity Church, Dr. Porter has gained a position . 


of leadership, not only in his parish and community but 
throughout the Diocese. rie has been in great demand as a 
special preacher through his wide reputation as a forceful 
and eloquent preacher. He has been a leader in many com- 
munity enterprises and was President of the San Jose Rotary 
Club. When the call came to him to become Archdeacon 
many editorials appeared in the San Jose press expressing 
their deep appreciation of Dr. Porter’s services to the com- 
munity during his incumbency as Rector of Trinity Church. 
The Vestry and congregation of Trinity Church have ex- 
pressed their deep affection for their Rector and their hope 
that he might remain with them. 


Dr. Porter is a graduate of the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia and took his Ph.D. degree in 1916. He graduated 
from the Church Divinity School in 1911 and received his 
B. D. degree from the General Theological Seminary in 1914. 
He was ordained Priest by Bishop Johnson in Los Angeles 
in 1911. He was. Rector of St. James’ Church, Los Angeles, 
until 1917, when he was called as Rector of Trinity Church, 
San Jose. 


Dr. Porter has occupied many responsible offices in the 
Diocese, being Dean of the Convocation of San Jose, Secre- 
tary of the Standing Committee and a member of the Dio- 
cesan Council. Dr. Porter has a facile pen and has pub- 
lished a number of sermons and special articles. 


Prayer and Personality

From constant use, this good woman’s Prayer 
Book looked as if she had eaten the covers and both Morning 
and Evening Prayer. What remained of the contents was 
held together by an improvised binding.

evidently in her mouth it was “as honey for sweetness,” for 
she is one of those amiable, religious women—one of those 


mothers—that God gives the world for the betterment of 
mankind.

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THE NEW ARCHDEACON 


It gives the Bishop great pleasure to announce that the 
Rev. Dr. Noel Porter, Rector of Trinity Parish, San Jose, 
has accepted the appointment as Archdeacon of the Diocese 
offered him with the unanimous concurrence of Standing 
Committee and Council. No priest is better known through 
the Diocese. None has a larger measure of its esteem and 
affection. The Diocese entrusts this important office to Dr. 
Porter with complete confidence in the high quality of his 
leadership. The Bishop welcomes him as an “adjutant” (to 
use the term in the Canons) in whose fine ability, high 
vision and unswerving loyalty he will find new strength, 
and the Diocese new inspiration and power. 

The office of Archdeacon in this Diocese is of the highest 
importahce. Bishop Nichols, and Archdeacon Emery co- 
operating with him, worked it out on ancient rather than 
modern lines. The Archdeacon is in charge of the mis- 
sionary work as in most American dioceses. He will be the 
guide and inspirer of it, the pioneer of new fields and the 
strengthener of old fields. But he is also a member of the 
Cathedral Chapter and of the Council of the Diocese. He 
wil represent the Bishop and Diocese in many ways. He will 
be ready to be called on for help in parishes, for parochial 
misoisns, for organization. He and the Executive Secretary 
will be the “engineers” of the Nation Wide Campaign work. 
He is a member of each Convocation and will help the Deans 
in making the Convocations effective, in the closer fellow- 
ship of the clergy and in the development of the devotional 
life. Those are the barest hints of the work which the Arch- 
deaconn may do; but enough to show the scope and im- 
portance of the office. I ask the prayers of the Diocese for 
Dr. Porter in his new work—and for his parish that it may 
be guided in its choice of an new rector. 


GUILDS AND THEIR WORK 


I have often been asked to say something about the place 
and function of a Woman’s Guild in a parish or mission. 
The Guild exists, of course, to further the work of the 
Church. It does so in two ways. It makes money and it 
encourages sociability. Of the making of money I need not 
speak. The women of the Guilds know far more about that 
than I do. Their capacity in that respect is a source of 
wonder and delight to vestries and congregations. They are 
always finding ways to meet this or that new need in the 
parish. And because they do so well Churches come to de- 
pend upon them sometimes more than they ought. The ques- 
tion, therefore, arises as to the objects for which they should 
work. How far should the parish depend upon the work 
of the Guild? 

Now, there are, I think, situations in which it is quite 
right for the Guild to help out in running expenses—paying 
the janitor, providing for the Church School, meeting a 
deficit at the end of the year. It is better for the Guild to 
help out than for the parish to be in debt, and the Guild 
should always be ready to help in time of need but that 
ought never to be its normal work. Current expenses should 
be met by the pledges of the people and the Vestry should 
be as unwilling to ask the Guild for help in current matters 
as the Guild should be willing to give it if asked. 

The real business of the Guild is to supply special needs. 
These extend all the way from choir vestments or a new 
carpet to a new parish house or rectory or church. It is 
wise to pick out the object in advance. It gives interest to 
the work and it is easier to settle on an aim than to decide 
on an appropriation. Another matter is important. The 
object of the Guild’s work should always be determined 
with the approval of the Rector and if the matter concerns 
the fabric of the Church, with that of the Vestry. The 
Canons give the rector or vicar final responsibility for the 
work of the congregation. Just as it rests with him to say 
-whether there shall be a Young People’s Fellowship or a 
Chapter of the Brotherhood or the Guild, so it rests with him 
to guide and co-ordinate the work of the various organiza- 
tions The Guild will always, therefore, be keen to make its 


work fit in to the general policies of the parish. And so far 
as its money-making work is concerned, its highest ambition 
will be to assist where the Rector and Vestry and people 
think it is most needed. 

Now a word about the other side, the cultivation of 
sociability. There is a great temptation for a Guild to be- 
come social instead of sociable; that is, to grow rather ab- 
sorbed in its own work and satisfied with its own member- 
ship so that it is not always easy for new people to feel at 
home in it. No Guild wants that to happen; but sometimes 
it does. The best remedy is, I suspect, the constant reminder 
that the work of the Church is primarily to win people for 
Christ and that the Guild has its function in furthering that 
end. 

Two suggestions I venture which might help, unless stil! 
more efficacious ways have already been found. Every Guild 
might make a business of having some educational feature 
from time to time—not formal, and thus usurping the Aux- 
iliary’s work or that of the Bible Class; but an informal talk 
or a chapter of some book on Church life or work read 
aloud or a discussion of some large Church question. Mem- 
bers of the Guild, having such matters brought before them. 
will always be led to think of the underlying purpose of all 
their work. 

My other suggestion is that at least once in the year at a 
Coroprate Communion the members of the Guild be re- 
minded that all their work together is and ought to be a 
school for the Christian life. As the years go on, both in 
their group life and as individuals, the Guild should grow 
in grace and in the knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ. The 
final test of a Guild’s work in a parish is not whether it 
makes more money but whether it helps to make more and 
better Christians. 


WITHDRAWING FROM THE WORLD 


Not long ago the Rev. William Higgs of Berkeley, than 
whom few people know more about books and their value. 
asked me in a letter whether I had come across Sedgwick’s 
Pro Vita Monastica. He said that it was exceptionally worth 
while. It happened that I had seen the book when it came 
out about two years ago; but I have re-read it carefully and 
want to commend it to lovers of “the Inner Way.” It is not 
a book for the casual reader nor is it what would be called 
a popular book. Its very title would suggest that. It is an 
exposition of certain aspects of the monastic life It is more 
definitely, according to its sub-title, a Defence of the Con- 
templative Virtues. As such it is, of course, akin to the many 
books which in recent years have aimed to bring back to us 
the value of quiet prayer and meditation and help us to 
release from the pressure of the world. 

But Mr. Sedgwick aims to go further. He would, in the 
first place, have us see that the ideal of the contemplative 
life which found a unique expression in hermit and monk 
is not or ought not to be alien in the modern world even 
when tested by its social effectiveness. St. Anthony, St. 
Benedict, Thomas a Kempis and their like have been tre- 
mendously effective. The author would have us see the value 
to the modern world of those who can and will give them- 
selves in large measure to contemplation and who thus fit 
themselves to lead us to God. | | 

But contemplation may also become a part of the life of 
most of us if only we are willing to seek it. There are often 
retreats or quiet days which we may attend. There are days 
in the country when we may banish thoughts of the daily 
work and give ourselves to thoughts of God and of Truth, 
Beauty and Goodness which reveal Him. There are possibili- 
ties of daily or weekly hours set apart. “The seeker,” says 
Mr. Sedgwick, “need go no further than to an upper cham- 
ber in his own dwelling or to a secluded corner of his own 
garden or to any other place where by means of such accom- 
paniments as suit retirement—books, flowers, music, medita- 
tion, prayer—a man may refresh his spirit and wash the 
dust from his soul, whether his retirement be for half an

The next evening 
he took up the further development of painting, with the 
increased facility in the art of drawing and in knowledge of 
anatomy, foreshortening, etc., as illustrated by Andrea del 
Sarto, Perugino, Leonardo and Raphael. The series was con- 
cluded with a discussion of the great work of Michael 
Angelo.

The Lenten week-day services at St. Philip’s, Fruitvale, to 


which the Rev. Charles Hitchcock has recently accepted the 
call, have been better attended than heretofore. The Men’s 
Club met twice, taking as subjects, “Who Is God? Where Is 
God? Why Is God?” and “Why Do So Many Men Stay Away 
from Church? Why Do They Prefer Their Lodges?’ Rev. R. 
Trelease treated the first in a most scholarly, reverent and 
convincing manner. The second was introduced by Father 
Gee and Captain Day. Both speakers being Masons, this was 
treated almost entirely from a Masonic standpoint, but both 
drove home some telling lessons on the minds of the men 
present. 

The Ladies’ Guild has been doing good work and the 
Young Peopie’s Fellowship is very much alive. Their meet- 
ings have been well attended and they visited the Seamen’s 
-Institute on March 29, acting as choir at vespers and leading 
in the sing-song afterwards. This was voted a most enjoyable 
trip. At the evening service on Palm Sunday eleven new 
members were admitted to the Fellowship. 

On Good Friday at the Three Hours all sittings were filled 
- most of the time. This was a union service and people of 
four churches of different Christian denominations met in 
reverent silence beneath the shadow of the Cross in an 
Episcopal church. Episcopal, Congregational, Methodist and 
Presbyterian (two) ministers gave the addresses on Christ’s 
words from the Cross. In the evening St. Philip’s splendid 
choir gave a beautiful rendering of Stainer’s Oratorio, “The 
Crucifixion.” 

Easter Day was indeed a glad Church festival. There were 
five services and four times the building was filled, over- 
flowing at 11:00 o’clock. At the 3:00 o’clock service, for 
baptisms only, eleven infants were enrolled in Christ’s army. 
The choir sang the “Hallelujah Chorus” at the close of the 
11:00 o’clock service and the church was beautifully dec- 
orated with white flowers only. 

There were many more worshippers, more communicants 
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and larger offerings than ever before. Truly the good people 
of St. Philip’s may well say, “Laus Deo,” and take courage 
for the future. As a matter of fact, they are full of en- 
thusiasm and the parish slogan is, “A new church within 
three years.”

“Carry the Colors Forward” 


(An extract from an address given by the Rev. A. W. Noel 
Porter, Ph.D., on the seventh anniversary of his rectorship 
of Trinity Church, San Jose, California) 


Every life worth living is filled with starting points. Life 
is not one unbroken journey. We progress by stages. The lad 
who climbed the precipitous side of the Natural Bridge of 
Virginia to inscribe his name higher than that of anyone else 
found that when he would come down there was no way to 
return. There was just one thing for him to do and that was 
to keep on and up. And so, putting his feet on jutting rock 
and crumbling stone, with torn and wounded hands, he went 
on and on until at last he reached the summit. 


Today marks a new starting point in our work together at 
dear old Trinity. During the past seven years God has indeed 
been good to us. Under his guiding hand we have prospered 
spiritually and materially, and we have cause for the deepest 
gratitude. We can best express that appreciation by greater 
effort, greater loyalty, greater enthusiasm in the Master’s 
work in the days to come. There is no standing still. We 
must go forward. 


The Lord hath helped us in what we have been enabled 
to accomplish. We now have a parish of some 1000 mem- 
bers. The parish organizations, for all ages, have made ex- 
cellent progress and they are doing a splendid work for 
the upbuilding of a strong Church to the honor and glory of 


Almighty God. 

During the past seven years your rector has officiated at 
360 baptisms, 580 marriages, 550 funerals and has presented 
346 for confirmation. The last class presented is the largest 
the Bishop has had during his episcopate. 


Among the signs of progress may be enumerated the fol- 
lowing: the increase in attendance at the sevrices and espe- 
cially at Vespers. In regard to the latter, here are quotations 
from two letters: “The best and sweetest gift that has come 
to me this year is from the Vesper service.” “Your Vesper 
addresses have made a new man of me.” 


People of all creeds and classes now look to Trinity for 
help and inspiration. We have made the entire city our 
parish. Not long ago an outsider wrote: “The great thing to 
me is that Trinity Church under your leadership has broad- 
ened out and is taking a vital interest in the life of the whole 
community. I want you to know that your broadminded and 
practical Christianity will be and is appreciated by those 
who are not Episcopalians.” 


That the influence of Trinity is far and wide is evidenced 
by letters received from Eastern States and even from 
abroad. Bishop Parsons, when traveling last year in Europe, 
came across a quotation from one of the rector’s sermons 
in a magazine in the reading room of the Hotel Amstel, 
Amsterdam. 

Along material lines we have seen the acquisition of the 
beautiful rectory, the erection of the new parish house, the 
installation of the three-manual pipe organ, the carpeting 
of the church, the landscaping of the grounds, the building 
up of a music library and securing a professional quartette, 
the inauguration of the budget system for the Church’s 
finances, the abolishment of rented sittings, the dedication 
of the Rood screen and the zoning of the parish for more 
efficient administration. Last year we had the privilege of 
entertaining the Synod of the Province of the Pacific. There 
have been bequests made by members of the parish totaling 
some $45,000. This includes $10,000 to St. Luke’s Hospital 
and a like amount of $10,000 to Grace Cathedral, San Fran- 
cisco. 

These are some of the fruits of our labors, but after all 
these items are notable chiefly for what they do not tell. 
They do not tell about the spirit of God which is in the heart 
and soul of all that has been done. They do not even tell of 
what has been accomplished, for statistics are not the lan- 
guage of the soul, and our great victories have been spiritual 
ones. 

As a parish we are bigger and braver than ever before. 
Individually and collectively we have been richly blessed in 
many ways. It is not in any spirit of pride or boasting that 
in the confidence of this hour we speak these things, but it 
is in a spirit of humility and gratitude. These things were 
never accomplished through our doing. It is the Lord’s 


doing and out of the depths of our hearts the cry goes forth: 
“The Lord hath helped us.” 

Our past as a Church is secure, but it pledges us for future 
and harder service. The work that lies before us can never 
be done single-handed. No minister, however gifted, could 
hope to undertake the problem of this parish alone. Nor 
could he do it with the assistance of wardens and Vestry 
alone. He must have, if he is to be successful, if the life of 


‘this parish is to go on, the unity and co-operation of every 


man, woman and child in this congregation. Everyone must 
be at work, trying to propagate his faith and to win new 
disciples; everyone must be contributing, regularly and sys- 
tematically; yes, and this is of vital importance, everyone 
must be at prayer. For “more things are wrought by prayer 
than the world dreams of.” 

Let us then re-dedicate our lives to God and His Holy 
Church. Let us look forward, not backward, for there are 
better and greater things ahead. Let us cast out fear and 
have faith in ourselves, faith in each other, and above all 
faith in God and in Jesus Christ. 

During the Civil War a certain general fell mortally 
wounded. His color-bearer, seeing him fall and forgetful 
for the moment of his own high calling, stopped to raise his 
fallen chief. But the general, lifting himself up, looked at 
him, and said sternly, “Carry the Colors Forward!” “Carry 
the Colors Forward!” That is the command that comes to 
each one of us as we work for the extension of the Master’s 
Kingdom: “Carry the Colors Forward!” 


“Go forth among men 

Not mailed in scorn 

But in the armor of a pure intent . 
Great duties are before us, 

And great aims; 

But whether crowned or crownless 
When we fall, 

It matters not, so be 

God’s work is done!”

Bishop Parsons made his annual visitation to the parish on 
the morning of Passion Sunday, March 29, and confirmed a 
class of sixty-three, the largest the bishop has yet confirmed.

be so minded and his situation permits for such proportion 
of his time as shall best prosper him upon his spiritual side.” 
And so the book leads us to the suggestion of methods. It 
discourses of the garden and the library and the oratory. It 
suggests the methods of great saints and mystics. It touches 
with inimitable beauty upon the imaginative aspects of re- 
ligion. Its charm, its delicacy of phrase, its loftiness of tone 
leave us persuaded. The book is more than a defence. It is a 
persuasive and winning presentation of a matter vital to 
religion and full of service to him who practices it and to 
the world.

The treasurer, Mrs. White, read a letter from Miss Winston 
concerning the progress of the Woman’s Auxiliary Special 
Tuttle Memorial Fund. A motion by Mrs. Monteagle carried 
to have a letter sent urging each Auxiliary branch to hold 
a service with Holy Communion in their parish Friday, May 
1, the anniversary of the consecration of Bishop Tuttle to 
the Episcopate, and to endeavor at that time to complete 
their offerings to the fund.

the Religious Educational Committee. This will be diocesan 
in its representation. 

Mrs. Lance appealed for an assistant or wmoan worker to 
help the Rev. C. L. Thackeray in his new project, a rural 
work among the chain of missions around Paso Robles. 

The president then introduced Mrs. C. Edward Holmes, 
one of the speakers for the afternoon. Mrs. Holmes took as 
her subject, “Womanhood in Non-Christian Lands.” The ac- 
count of her trip through China, Japan and India was de- 
lightfully interesting, only part of which follows: 

“Fifty per cent of the workers in the silk and cotton mills 
at Osaka are women. They are lured to the city mills because 
of the high wages, but they find conditions not as they ex- 
pected. They are crowded in long mill compounds which are 
continually in use for twelve-hour shifts. Disease, therefore, 
makes sad inroads. In Singapore, and Java, one sees young 
womanhood with bent backs picking tea or coaling boats, 
with blackened faces, or carrying great burdens of cement 
or market produce, with always the burden of motherhood 
upon them. It is here one realizes the difference in the 
standard of women between the Christian and the non- 
Christian lands. There, religions belittle the worth of the 
woman’s soul; here, Christianity shows the supreme worth 
of every individual soul. In India there are 33,000,000 child 
widows, therefore, outcasts.” 

Then Mr. Paul Maslin from Hankow, China, spoke to us 
informally on the inside life of the Chinese women. Briefly, 
“In order to understand the huddled and unsanitary massing 
together of humanity one must live in China. Women parish 
workers are badly needed, especially among the women and 
children in Hankow.” 

Mr. Maslin closed the meeting with the Auxiliary prayer. 


Help Standardize Teachers’ Salaries 

One of the most valuable efforts for Social Service is to 
help raise the standard of the teaching profession in our 
public schools both in qualifications and in adequate sup- 
port. The average tenure of teaching in our public schools 
is four years for women and seven for men. The chief. 
reason for this is that the profession is inadequately paid, 
considering the preparation that has to be made. In order 
to remedy this and help make teaching a life profession we 
can at least standardize the salaries. The Joint Salary Com- 
mittee of the San Francisco public school teachers is making 
a campaign for the increase of the salaries of the teachers 
up to at least the average salaries in other leading cities 
of the country. They have sent out a carefully-prepared 
pamphlet showing that San Francisco is now far below the 
average of cities of her class. 

We heartily commend the following communication from 
the president of the Joint Salary Committee, both from the 
point of view of San Francisco teachers and also to assist 
in raising the salary standard in all of our public schools 
which are behind the leading Staies of the country.

“Greetings: The Joint Salary Campaign Committee of the 
San Francisco public school teachers is making an effort to 
educate the general public concerning the inadequacy of 
teachers’ salaries. The fianance committee of the Board of 
Supervisors gave us a most respectful and courteous hearing 
yesterday and congratulated us on the clear and effective 
manner in which we presented our facts and arguments. If 
the supervisors are convinced that we have the enthusiastic 
support of the public our cause is won.

If these 
facts, together with the information you have gleaned from 
the press or other sources have convinced you that our 
cause is a worthy one, kindly send to the finance committee 
of the Board of Supervisors (Mr. Ralph McLeran, chairman) 
such endorsement as you think the case warrants.

Back of us we must have a belief triumphant 
if we are to keep our sanity. From unexpected sources con- 
stantly, in these days, are coming scientific corroborations 
of an immanent power which creates. Einstein’s new book, 
“Sidelights on Relativity,” does away with any idea of empty 
space; space being filled with a powerful energy. Jacob 
Boehme, one of the great mystics, taught that “the invisible 
substance all about us is the Spirit of Infinite Intensity called 
God.” Herbert Spencer says, “Of all the mysteries by which 
we are surrounded, the greatest is this: that all about us is 
pol yc and eternal energy from which all things pro- 
ceed. 

A wonderful definition of the immanent God, 

A phrase of late years has become almost universal. It is 
viewed in two different ways. By one class of people it is 
spoken in derision; by another it is held as a sacred truth. 
It is, “The all-surrounding good.” We can philosophize all 
we wish about it but when we have come into a personal 
experience with this “all-surrounding good” we have a firm 
foundation which gives us faith and courage.

The touch of an Eternal Presence thrills 

The tranquil sunset and the brooding hills.” 


It is the eternal Presence of Got desirous of lifting our 
lives. It is the one Presence, the one Power back of all. It 
is the one Presence, the one Power back of us. 

How shall we come consciously in touch with it, that it 
shall give us a belief triumphant? The first step is to make 
ourselves ready for it; to empty ourselves so that there 
shall be room for it. 

There is an old saying which is of great power: “No voice 
can be heard by the Master until it has lost the power to 
wound.”

The Octave of Prayer for Christian Unity, which is ob- 
served annually under the auspices of the World Conference 
on Faith and Order, comes this year May 24-31, the week 
preceding Whitsunday. A leaflet of prayers for use each day 
during the Octave, called “Suggestions for the Octave of 
Prayer,” can be had free upon request to the Commission 
on Faith and Order, 12 South Water street, Providence, R. I. 
This year the leaflet carries on its cover these words from 
Bishop Brent: 

“He who wrote these pages is one who has attained— 
Robert Hallowell Gardiner. We who now are responsible for 
carrying forward the standard of unity which he so nobly 
bore will do well once more to use these prayers that came 
from his heart, that were pleaded by his lips and compiled 
by his hand.” | 

Parish branches of the Woman’s Auxiliary all over the 
country are taking part in this world-wide observance. One 
branch writes, “Last year the Woman’s Auxiliary of the 
Church of the Holy Comforter observed the Octave of Prayer 
with a wonderful service in the Episcopal Church with 
women from all denominations taking part. We wish to 
have a similar service this year and would like to have any 
literature you can supply.” In many parishes plans are being 
made for special recognition at the regular services of this 
period when Christians all over the world and of all names 
are joining in prayer for the fulfillment of Christ’s own 
prayer, “that they all may be one.” 


A SUGGESTION FOR THE OCTAVE OF PRAYER FOR 
CHRISTIAN UNITY 


“That they all may be one . . that the world may 
believe that Thou hast sent Me.”—St. John 17:21. 

Christian Unity is not negative, but positive; not merely 
abstaining from ecclesiastical controversies and sectarian 
competition, but the indisputable evidence which will bring 
the world to Christ. -For unity is the manifestation of the 
one Life of God Incarnate in the Person of His Son that He 
may offer to man that participation in His Life by which 
man may be redeemed. 

We are too apt to think of unity as if it were merely of 
organization or government. Christ prayed for a unity of 
will and love, so that we might have life and power to mani- 
fest Him to His world through the Church, which is His 
Body. The motive for unity is the desire to bring the world 
to Christ, and the only road to success in missions, at home 
or abroad, the only hope for establishing peace and righteous- 
ness and love between nations and classes, individuals and 
churches, is the manifestation of the one Life, Who alone 
is able to subdue all things unto Himself. 

So when our Lord offered Himself as a sacrifice for the 
sins of the whole world, He prayed for the unity of His dis- 
ciples as the potent evidence necessary to convince and con- 
vert mankind. 

If the world is to be convinced that Christ came to redeem 
mankind, it must be by something that the world can see. So 
Christian unity must be visible. Spiritual unity alone is not 
effective, for it is not recognized by the world which knows 
not the things of the spirit. Unity must be spiritual, for the 
spirit is life and the spirit of unity is the one Life of the 
world. But if it be truly spiritual, it will manifest itself 


visibly. 


Let us pray: 

That we may see that the visible unity of Christians is the 
means by which Christ is to be lifted up that He may draw 
all men to Him. 

That we may see a divided Christianity can not with one 
mind and one mouth glorify God and proclaim the Gospel 
of one Redeemer. 

That we may see how our divisions blur the vision of the 
one Lord and keep Him from His world. 

That we may see that our divisions make the world think 
that Christ is divided . 

That we may see that our divisions distract our minds and 
rape those who hear of Christ only through our discordant 
voices. 

That we may see that we can not bring about unity of 
ourselves, and that all we can or need do is to surrender our 


wills to the one Will of God. 


That each of us, and all of us together, may, by complete 
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surrender to Him Who is the Life, be filled with His Pres- 
ence and manifest Him to the world. 


O Lord Jesus Christ, Who saidst unto Thine Apostles, peace 
I leave with you, My peace I give unto you; regard not our 
sins, but the faith of Thy Church, and grant her that peace 
and unity which is agreeable to Thy will, Who livest and 
reignest God for ever and ever. Amen. 


O God, the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, our only 
Saviour, the Prince of Peace; Give us grace seriously to lay 
to heart the great dangers we are in by our unhappy divi- 
sions. Take away all hatred and prejudice, and whatsoever 
else may hinder us from godly union and concord: that as 
there is but one Body and one Spirit, and one hope of our 
calling, one Lord, one Faith, one Baptism, one God and 
Father of us all, so we may be all of one heart and of one 
soul, united in one holy bond of truth and peace, of faith 
and charity, and may with one mind and one mouth glorify 
Thee; through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 


Vouchsafe, we beseech Thee, Almighty God, to grant unto 
the whole Christian people unity, peace and true concord, 
both visible and invisible; through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen, 


Spiritual Healing at the Synod

that a number of conferences, similar to those held last May, 
be arranged and that the information concerning these meet- 
ings be sent out to all who are interested in this field of the 
Christian ministry. 


Last November at All Saints Church, Montecito, in con- 
junction with the Council of the Synod, a conference was 
conducted by the chairman of the Provincial Commission on 
Spiritual Healing. Many vital questions included in the en- 
tire field of Spiritual Healing were discussed and it is the 
purpose of this Provincial Commission to bring these mat- 
ters before the Synod. 

Any suggestions which you may have for these proposed 
conferences will be gladly welcomed by the chairman, Rev. 
George F. Weld, D. D., All Saints Church, Montecito. And in 
order that the meetings may be constructively programed to 
include the many problems, it is hoped that you will make 
use of this request at an early date.

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A Sincere Tribute to Father Burton 


In a series of articles written in one of the daily papers 
concerning prison life, by Philip C. Valentine, we find the 
following touching tribute to the faithful ministrations of 
Father Burton, formerly of the Church of the Advent, San 
Francisco: 


“There is an old jail house axiom that ‘the first hundred 
years are the hardest.’ I would say that the second hundred 
days are the hardest. In the first hundred days I was so en- 
grossed in adjusting myself to new conditions that time did 
not drag as much as one might expect, but after learning my 
duties at the jute mill and reading all the books available in 
the library, I began to feel as if I had been in the peniten- 
tiary for years. The vicissitudes of prison life began to irk 
me tremendously. I found myself, more and more, con- 
templating my dire condition. There began a period of 
brooding, of resentment against society and of self-pity. It is 
during this period that the whole future of a man is in 
jeopardy. If he takes a firm grip on himself and attempts to 
keep his mind out of morbid channels he will feel that he is 
being punished and not persecuted. He will come out of 
prison a chastened man, eager to regain his foothold in 
society. On the other hand, if he allows himself to become 
submerged with self-pity, he is lost forever. His strength of 
character will deteriorate, his mind will stagnate and he 
will leave the prison a sullen, resentful misfit. 

“It was while I was wavering between the two extremes, I 
met Father Burton, one of the most remarkable and lovable 
men I have ever had the pleasure of knowing. He came from 
a prominent family in the East and was graduated from 
Harvard, then Oxford. He put aside worldly pleasures to 
take the vows of chastity, obedience and poverty, to dedicate 
his life to God and the man behind the bars. In this capacity 
he was a chaplain and not a mealy-mouthed reformer. He 
once said to me: ‘Phil, one can be either a chaplain or a 
reformer, but one can not successfully be both, and I have 
chosen to be a chaplain.’ 

“Every day he could be seen hurrying about within the 
walls with his funny little form draped in the long black 
cassock and topped off with the flat black hat. He carried 
flowers perhaps for the sick man or was administering ex- 
treme unction to the dying. He was always ready to sit 
through the black hours before an execution with the poor 
devil who was going to walk up those steps to be dropped 
down. I first saw him sitting opposite me at the little desk 
in the office he occupied off the chapel. I had been sum- 
moned there from my loom in the jute mill by a runner from 
the captain’s office. I had been having a disheartening strug- 
gle with my loom and when I arrived in the chapel, hot, 
dirty and thoroughly rebellious I was certainly in no mood 
to talk to a minister of the gospel. I fear my ill-humor was 
poorly concealed. Before I realized it I was talking in an 
amiable manner with the good father. After a while I went 
away refreshed and better equipped in my mind to deal with 
the perplexing problems which daily came to me. I grew to 
look forward to those weekly talks with him and they came 
to mean more to me than I can estimate. I have heard hun- 
dreds of others say the same thing of him. 

“He was recently called to Boston to become Father 
Superior of his order, the Society of St. John the Evangelist. 
It was with reluctance that he parted with his flock at San 
Quentin. On his last visit over there the band played in his 
honor and his day was taken up with friendly and affec- 
tionate farewells. I wonder what price could be placed in 
dollars and cents on the joy which came to Father Burton in 
the memory of those warm farewells.” 


Doctor Gilman Consecrated Bishop 
(From the North China Daily News) 


One of the most notable religious ceremonies that we have 
ever known in the history of Hankow took place today at 
St. Paul’s Cathedral when Dr. Gilman, well known here first 
as president of Boone University and later as president of 
the new Central China University, Wuchang, was conse- 
crated Suffragan-Bishop to assist Bishop Roots in the Church 
work of this Diocese. 

The day was perfect and the scene in the Cathedral was a 
memorable one. The large building was arranged to seat 800 


persons and was decorated with flowers, banners and flags 
of many colors and lands. People of all nationalities were in 
the building when the procession of about 150 marched into 
the church, headed by the crucifer and flag-bearer, singing 
the processional hymn, “Through the Night of Doubt and 
Sorrow Onward Goes Our Pilgrim Band.” In the procession 
were representatives of various institutions and of the par- 
ishes with which Dr. Gilman has been connected; official 
representatives of the Diocese of Hankow, of other dioceses 
in China and of Christian communities elsewhere; an aide- 
de-camp sent as an official representative of Military Gover- 
nor Hsiao; Commissioner of Foreign Affairs Ai-tchen; the 
clergy, Chinese and foreign, who were taking part in the 
service; the preacher of the occasion and other bishops 
who were taking part in the consecration of Dr. Gilman. 


Among the clergy of other churches we noticed the local 
Russian priest in full vestments, the pastor of Union Church, 
members of the London, Wesleyan, Swedish and Alliance 
Missions. Over thirty Chinese clergy of the Shengkunghui 
were in the procession from several dioceses along the Yang- 
tze River, from Shanghai to Changsha. Christians from no 
fewer than eight provinces of China attended. 


Those who were able to attend the service are not likley 
to forget the impression of solidity in the foundations of 
Chinese Christian work which such a service indicated. The 
Diocese of Hankow is to be congratulated in securing such a 
capable and experienced Suffragan-Bishop as Dr. Gilman. 


United Thank Offering at the General Convention 


It has been announced that Trinity Church, New Orleans, 
has been designated as the scene of the presentation of the 
women’s United Thank Offering of the Episcopal Church, 
which will be one of the picturesque features of the Forty- 
eighth Triennial General Convention of that Communion 
assembling in the Crescent City in October next. Plans for 
this ceremony are going forward in every part of the world 
where the Episcopal Church is engaged in missionary effort. 

On the day of the presentation, October 8, there will gather 
in Trinity Church delegates from every diocese and mission- 
ary district in the Church, bearing the contributions of their 
sisters to this Thank Offering. Chinese and Japanese women, 
women from the Philippines, from Alaska, from Africa, In- 
dians, Hawaiians, negroes, Haitiens, Panamanians will pass 
up the aisle of Trinity and lay the offering of their districts 
on the solid gold and richly-engraved alms basin upon 
which during the past thirty-six years upwards of $2,000,000 
has been deposited at triennial intervals as the freewill offer- 
ings of the women of the Church. Many of these donations 
will be enclosed in picturesque containers of lace and bead- 
work of the countries from whence the donors come, and 
there will be certified checks from some sections and from 
others gold in the pesos of the Latin-American countries and 
the yen of the Orient, as well as the dollars of Mexico and 
the United States.
